Cooper, shot in the arm and chest, 
had been charged with felonious 
assault with intent to murder. 
Bowles said the Coopers, resi­ 
dents of the Heiskell community 
where Raby lives, had ambushed 
his officers.

Higher Excise 
Tax Boosts 
Ohio's Income 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—A few 
pennies 
here 
and there—in the 
form of excise tax 
increases— 
boosted Ohio’s income by more 
than 30Mi million dollars in the 
past 12 months. 
Ohio collects an excise tax on 
sales of cigarettes, malt bever­ 
ages, wine and horse race wager­ 
ing Early in June 1959, the excise 
on cigarettes was raised two cents 
to five cents per pack, another 
penny was levied per bottle of 3 2 
beer, and the excise tax on horse 
race betting also was increased. 
As a result, the State Tax De 
partment says, excise tax collc- 
tions for the July I, 1959-to-June 
30, 1960 bookkeeping year jumped 
to $100,301,858. an increase of al­ 
most 44 per cent over the $69,702,- 
851 total in the July 1958 to-June 
1959 fiscal year. 
Cigarette smokers did the most 
for the cause 
Their purchases 
brought $62,614,723 into the state 
till. Users of malt beverages con­ 
tributed another 26 million dollars, 
and horse race wagering brought 
in $9,651,308. 
Excise tax collections for June 
itself dropped 
slightly, but the 
$9,712,230 total still was almost 15 
per cent higher than for June 1959

No Woman for President, Yet 


Forty years ago— August 26, 1920—wo­ 
men won their long sought franchise to 
participate in the political affairs of these 
United States. That they have exercised 
their right of suffrage energetically since 
1920 is evident by the roster of women who 
have served in virtually every office avail­ 
able, with the exception of the top two. 
No serious female candidate has appear 
ed on the political horizons for either tile 
presidency or the office of vice president. 
Since the frictions existing within each ma 
jor political p a r t y do not seem strong 
enough to produce a 
splinter candidate, 
the ladies will not have a chance to nom­ 
inate a feminine candidate for one of these 
high posts before 1964 
It has been said many times by political 
leaders of both sexes, and corroborated in 


part by opinion polls that women have no 
desire to see a female President. Various 
reasons are given for the apparent para­ 
dox in women demanding and obtaining 
the right to office and then refusing to sup 
port one of their own sex for the highest 
office in the land. 
But perhaps the American male had bet 
lei enjoy and m ake the best of his exclus­ 
ive presidential domain. If the feminine 
fixation against women candidates 
f o r 
for nation office ever falls by the wayside, 
the pendulum could swing to the other ex­ 
treme. Numerical superiority is already 
possessed by the fair sex. 
There may even be some males, tired of 
hearing issues debated by candidates who 
offer no clear-cut competition 
in ideas, 
who would welcome the opportunity of de­ 
ciding between a blonde and a brunette.

The cause for your trouble in 
handling golf ^.-lubs may be hard 
for you to recognize though it may 
be right before your eyes.

Such an item is the gap between 
the right thumb and forefinger. 
Players tolerating this gap don’t 
understand how- much it can harm 
hand action and the swing as a 
whole. 
Among the faults it can cause 


art*: right side domination, tight­ 
ness in the right wrist and arm, 
opening and closing of the right 
hand d u r i n g the swing, jabbing 
or pushing the club at the ball, and 
bringing the clubface into the ball 
in anything but the proper strik­ 
ing position.

CHICAGO (AP)—The Contineu 
tai League, armed with all the 
answers, meets today with expan­ 
sion committees of the American 
and National leagues in an effort 
to 
get 
baseball’s 
third 
major 
league on its feet. 
Bill Shea, founder of the Con­ 
tinental League, and Branch Rick­ 
ey, ifs president, both feel they 
can answer the 10-point plan set 
up by the majors as a means of 
making 
the 
Continental 
League 
worthy of major league status. It 
includes such dictates as obtain­ 
ing territories; minimum size of 
ball parks; salary minimums and 
pension plans for players; sched­ 
ules; population of cities to re­ 
ceive franchises, and acceptability 
of owners and officials. 
Rickey said “ We can answer 
yes to all points except territorial 
indemnification.” 
The Continental League has of 
fered the American Assn. 40 cents 
for each paid admission in the 
year in which major league status 
is granted. This money would go 
to the league and is four times 
as much as the IO cents per ad­ 
mission the 
league already 
re­ 
ceives from each club. 
“ In effect,” said Shea, “ we’re 
gvnng them the equivalent of four 
years admissions. Once we settle 
with the league, 
then 
we can go 
to the individual 
clubs and 
ne­ 
gotiate with them.” 
Shea was burning over state­ 
ments made by Hank Greenberg, 
vice 
president 
of 
Hie

White Sox and a member of the 
American League expansion com­ 
mittee.
